U. OF I. TRUSTEES APPROVE 
IN-STATE TUITION FREEZE 


By Brianna Gurciullo and 
JodiS. Cohen i Chicago tribune 
The University of Illinois board of trustees 
approved a tuition freeze for new in-state 
undergraduates Thursday ensuring for the 
second straight year that base tuition rates 
will remain the same at all three campuses. 

With the freeze, new students next fall will 
pay the same tuition as this year’s freshmen: 
$12,036 at the Urbana- Champaign campus, 
$10,584 at the Chicago campus and $9,405 in 
Springfield. 

The total cost is more than double that, 
however, when mandatory student fees and 
housing are added, and students in some of 


the more popular programs, such as engineer- 
ing and business, will continue to pay higher 
tuition. 

State law requires that the tuition charged 
to freshmen remain unchanged for four years, 
though fees and housing can increase. 

The tuition freeze is aimed at helping 
middle-class families whose incomes are not 
low enough to qualify for financial aid but not 
high enough to cover costs on their own. 

In recent years, Illinois students have 
turned down the U. of I. to attend other 
Midwest institutions that offer competitive 
tuition— even for nonresidents— and better 
financial aid packages.

The worlds of booze and music keep on col- 
liding with another Bloodshot Records anni- 
versary collaboration, this time with Laguni- 
tas Brewing Company The limited-edition 
beer, called Lagunitas Bloodshot Few Brew, 
is an extension of this past summer’s partner- 
ship with Few Spirits in Evanston on the la- 
bel’s 21st anniversary bourbon. 

The Lagunitas imperial stout with smoked 
tea tips was barrel-aged in the same Few bar- 
rels used for the bourbon. It’ll be released at 
a sold-out show Saturday at Schubas Tavern 
with guest appearances by Lydia Loveless and 
Jon Langford. 

“{Reusing the barrels} makes us seem really 
clever, but the clever part is we just surround 


ourselves with geniuses in alcohol,” said Rob 
Miller, Bloodshot co-founder. 

While at 13 percent ABVJ it’s a well-balanced 
beer, Miller said, with hints of chocolate and 
smokey characteristics from lapsang souchong 
tea, a Chinese black tea traditionally dried over 
pinewood fires. 

Miller said the record label has had a cozy 
relationship with Lagunitas for years through 
South by Southwest events. He draws a close 
connection between independent labels and 
small beer and spirits companies. 

“So much of what’s happening in the craft 
beer and craft distillery scene these days is so 
reminiscent of what was happening with the 
rise of independent labels and independent 
music and punk rock and all that,” he said. 


“It’s a very similar kind of cultural shift away 
from these monolithic music labels or giant 
beer or spirits companies to something more 
locally sourced.”

Afterburner (Metropolitan Brewing): 

After shrugging at the style for years, I took 
Oktoberfest beers quite seriously in 2015, 
trying about 25 of them from both near and 
far. Afterburner may well have been my 
very favorite. A gorgeous and extra-toasty 
take on the style, I can’t believe I hadn’t 
tried this beer before last year. 

Butterfly Flashmob (Solemn Oath 
Brewery): It took a few times before I real- 
ized how perfectly this beer is construct- 
ed. Remarkably refreshing and stealthily 
boozy at 7.25 percent alcohol, this Belgian 
I PA splits its two halves perfectly, with 
fresh tropical, floral hops mingling with 
the biting funk of Belgian yeast. 

Graveyard Shift (Arcade Brewery): A 

beautiful oddball, this dark-golden pale 
ale is spiked with coffee beans that im- 
bue both unmistakable roastiness and 
light tartness. Wrapped in a creamy body, 
Graveyard Shift is among the most inter- 
esting beers I was introduced to in 2015. 

Hop Skip (Brickstone Brewery): APA gets 
most of the plaudits for this Bourbonnais 
brewery, and it should, based on the honors 
it has won. But since debuting in cans this 
year, Hop Skip has scooched ahead of APA 
for me. Perhaps best described as a double 
pale ale, Hop Skip is loaded with bright 
juicy hops. A modest maltiness keeps the 
beer brighter than many India pale ales, but 
without sacrificing any body or heft. My fa- 
vorite local hoppy beer at the moment. 

Malevolence Chocolate Caliente 
Russian Imperial Stout (Spiteful 
Brewing): After I basked in nothing more 
than the luscious chocolate-cinnamon 
aroma of this beer for close to an hour as 
it inched toward room temperature-don’t 
worry, I drank other beer in the mean- 
time-it took a couple of sips to under- 
stand what I was drinking. So many choco- 
late stouts veer sweet, in the vein of milk 
or dark chocolate. Malevolence strikes 
quite a different chocolate character: 
baker’s chocolate, as the person I was sit- 
ting with accurately noted. A complex and 
layered stout from a brewery that’s poised 
to do even more great things this year.

S ome believe that critics criticize because they can’t do. In my particular 
case, when I’ve been less than enthusiastic about certain restaurants, it’s 
been said I couldn’t cook my way out of a paper bag. I like to believe this 
isn’t true. I got into food writing through my love of cooking. I also spend a lot of 
time constructing restaurants in my head that I one day hope to launch. That’s 
why I find Amy Le— owner and chef of Spotted Monkey, a new Asian-Latin fusion 
restaurant in Chicago’s financial district— so inspiring. 


She wasn’t a food critic, but for almost 
seven years, Le worked as a journalist, 
including a stint as a general reporter for the 
Chicago Sun-Times. She also was a social 
media manager for GrubHub. Eventually 
she reinvented herself by launching Duck N 
Roll, one of Chicago’s early food trucks. “My 
family had restaurants, and I grew up in 
the business. But you go to college 
and you try to get away from the 
family business,” Le said. “I stud- 
ied journalism, but I still found 
myself working in restaurants, | 
catering and cooking for friends. 

It was always something I loved 
to do.” 

In 2013, Le opened Saucy Porka 
in the financial district (she’s still 
a partner) with Rafael Lopez, formerly of 
Wagyu Wagon. Saucy Porka focuses on Asian 
and Puerto Rican influences, but at Spotted 
Monkey, Le wanted to mine more Latin fla- 
vors, including those from Mexico, Cuba and 
Guatemala, with her business partner John 
Keebler and executive chef Omar Carrillo. I 
stopped in recently to see if the Monkey was 
just as saucy as the Porka.

THE SCENE 

Spotted Monkey’s website touts that the 
interior is “decorated with the nostalgia of 
1950s and ’60s Havana, Cuba.” With that in 
mind, I expected to see pictures of young 
Fidel Castro leading a revolution or maybe 
the grille of a ’57 Chevy mounted on the 
wall. What I got instead was pedestrian 
restaurant-grade tables, gray paint 
and a funky marquee-like Spotted 
Monkey signage on one wall. It 
was clean, inviting and warm. 


THE FOOD 

Picadillo egg rolls ($1.85) are 
dappled with fry oil. The thick 
wrappers crunch, while innards of 
cumin-spiced tender beef burst with 
sweet notes of raisin. 

Duck gumbo soup ($5 for half, $9 large) 
features silky shards of star anise-flavored 
roast duck, toothsome kidney beans and 
hunks of chorizo, a bowl that conjures both 
the Bayou and Beijing. “I had a roommate 
from New Orleans who always complained 
that they couldn’t find good gumbo in Chi- 
cago, so I created the dish when I started the 


Duck N Roll food truck,” Le said. “People 
were always asking about it, and I knew that 
I’d bring it back.” 

The phozole ($4.70 for half, $8.75 large), 
a mashup of Vietnamese pho and Mexican 
pozole, exploded with notes of cinnamon, 
clove and spicy red chili. It could have used a 
touch more salt, and while this is a personal 
preference, it only had noodles, not the satis- 
fying chewy bits of hominy you find in a good 
pozole. 

A banh mi with tender duck confit 
($11.50), pickled vegetables and a drizzle of 
rich, salty plum sauce aioli was nestled in a 
crackling French bread bun. 

Ropa vieja ($10.50)— braised beef served 
over jasmine rice and topped with fizzy, fiery 
bits of kimchi— wafted a heady coconut 
scent. Like the phozole, this too could have 
used more salt. The menu also promised a 
chili citrus sauce, which I couldn’t detect. 

Le and her crew also serve up an assort- 
ment of bacos (S2.75-S3.75). These aren’t 
the vegan-friendly bacon bits from Betty 
Crocker, but instead, a fusion of bao (Asian 
dumplings) and tacos. David Chang of 
the Momofuku empire, who conquered 
the world with his pork belly-stuffed bao, 
launched this trend a few years ago. Le 
takes it a step further, stuffing hers with red 
chili-slathered pork topped with a sweet 
pineapple salsa ($2.75), creating a bao al pas- 
tor of sorts that’s pretty killer. Another bao 
stuffed with shrimp and corn salsa ($3.50), 
however, was a touch bland and, like the 
phozole and ropa vieja, needed a bit more 
salt.

THE DRINKS 

Vietnamese coffee ($2.75) is thick with 
condensed milk and spiked with cinnamon. 
Lemonade ($3.75) is infused with a winter- 
green kiss of mint-flavored simple syrup, 
pineapple juice and fizzy soda. 

THE SERVICE 

The counter staff knows most people don’t 
have a reference point for Asian-Latin fu- 
sion. But you don’t have time to furrow your 
brow and wonder if phozole is some kind of 
Muppet-based dish, because some super-nice 
employee is already professing the wonders 
of its pho-like comforts and warming chili 
spice. When your order is delivered to the 
table, there’s no slapdash drop-off, but a full- 
service restaurant accounting of ingredients, 
dish names and cooking techniques used to 
make the food. 

THE BOTTOM LINE 

Many dishes, like the picadillo egg rolls 
and duck banh mi, are destination-worthy 
Others need a touch more seasoning. What’s 
indisputable is that if you’re working in the 
financial district or visiting the Sears, er, Wil- 
lis Tower Skydeck, Spotted Monkey is a great 
place to fuel up.

'The 5th Wave’ retreads familiar territory 


The body of the 
“Hunger Games” 
franchise isn’t even 
cold yet and in 
swoops another story 
of a plucky teenage 
heroine in another 
dystopian world to 
take its place. “The 
5th Wave,” directed 
byj Blakeson, isn’t 
as slick or futuristic 
as the Katniss Everdeen-manned juggernaut, 
but it does check a lot of the same boxes. 

Bleak, gritty future in which humans 
turn against one another? Check. Badass 
weapon-toting girl willing to do anything 


for her family? Check. Two hot but soulful 
dudes (Alex Roe and Nick Robinson) along 
for the ride? Double check. 

The bad news is that “The 5th Wave” does 
not put out a single original thought. There’s 
nothing here that you haven’t seen before. 
Even lines like “Abu don’t have to be tough 
all the time” feel ripped from other scripts. 
And while the alien invasion hook does have 
enough intrigue and action to hold atten- 
tion, so much of the plot is explained via 
monologue or voiceover narrating montage 
after montage that you begin to wonder 
where the story is. 

The good news is that both our heroine, 
Cassie, and the actress who plays her, Chloe 
Grace Moretz, bring something interest- 


ing to the table. Cassie drinks beer, texts in 
class, kills a guy out of fear and makes out 
with one of her suitors when she’s supposed 
to be finding her little brother. Unlike the 
untouchable martyrs of franchises past, this 
girl actually feels like a human. What’s more, 
she actually feels like a teenager. 

There’s no way around the clunky 
exposition and rampant cliches that make 
up the majority of “The 5th Wave,” and it’s 
hard to digest its awful title (although may 
I remind you that “The Hunger Games” 
once sounded pretty silly too). But as in all 
quintessential teen flicks, only one thing 
really matters: 

Are you Team Ben or Team Evan?

Chelsea Handler, the 
acerbic former late- 
night host, is back and 
trying new things. 

And that’s sort of 
the point of her new 
Netflix docuseries, 
“Chelsea Does.” The 
four-part Netflix 
original follows 
Handler while she 
explores marriage, 
racism, Silicon Valley 
and drugs. Each episode— roughly an hour 
long— focuses on one of those four issues. 

The setup is the same: Handler and a panel 
of people sit around a table, and they discuss 
the topic. Handler even wrangles impressive 
expert interviews from the Rev A 1 Sharpton, 
former Israeli president Shimon Peres and 
Netflix CEO Reed Hastings. 

The first episode in the series— dealing 
with marriage— has a cute “When Harry 
Met Sally” vibe to it and explores the social 
norms of love and marriage and everything 
that goes along with them. But it ends with 


the question of whether or not Handler would 
ever get married. Even in the beginning of 
the episode, she mentions that at one point 
a family member said she was not the type of 
girl a guy marries. It all just sort of just elicits 
the reaction of “OK ...” 

Viewers who were used to Handler’s sharp 
and acerbic tongue on “Chelsea Lately” will 
enjoy and maybe even appreciate the docu- 
series. Handler hasn’t changed since leaving 
her E! show in 2014. She makes digs at her 
friend for being overweight, and she’s witty, if 
not ridiculous, when interviewing her father 
about love, sex and racism. But by the end 
of the miniseries, Handler has to remind the 
audience that she doesn’t really care about 
anybody else’s opinion. “The only opinion 
I’m concerned about is, really, my own. I’m 
really happy” she says. 

“Chelsea Does Racism” is by far the stron- 
gest of the four episodes. Handler goes around 
different neighborhoods in Los Angeles to see 
how racism and race play into residents’ daily 
lives. It’s hard not to want to admire Handler 
for tackling the issue, but even the strongest 
topic of the bunch falls flat. Sharpton tells 


Handler in the beginning of the episode that 
there’s a fine line between comedy and racism. 
The truth, though, is that Handler doesn’t 
care. When reminded of a racist joke she told 
about Angelina Jolie’s kids, Handler notes that 
she wasn’t going to apologize for it. Or at least 
apologize publicly 


The documentary is certainly entertain- 
ing, but if you’re not an enormous Chelsea 
Handler fan, you’ll find yourself wondering, 
“Why am I watching this, and why do I care?” 
And the truth is, you shouldn’t care, because 
she doesn’t care what you think anyway
